Sydney City’s centre- 
back, Gerardo Gomez 
and Soper which 
earned them both a 
yellow card. 


When the two play- 
ers clashed again the 
referee was left with 
no alternative but to 
dismiss Soper for re- 
taliation. 


Soper'’s dismissal 
ignited the crowd in- 
vasion which saw 
Sydney City’s coach, 
Eddie Thomson and 
goalkeeper, Tony Pez- 
zano run for their 
lives. 


Sydney City and 
Olympic players 
rushed to protect the 
referee and help 
escort him off the 
ground and into the 
players’ tunnel to 
safety. 


With chaos reigning 
on the playing pitch a 
sea of soccer fans 
flooded onto the pitch. 
The referee Mr Small 
was left with no 
alternative but to call 
the match off. 


Within minutes of

quelled. 


the crowd eruption 14 
police cars and Chan- 
nel 9's News helicop- 
ter converged on Prat- 
ten Park. 


“I have never been 
so scared in my life”, 
Thomson told us in the 
dressing rooms after 
the match. 


A somewhat shaken 
Pezzano stated: “I love 
the code but at this 
stage I feel I must 
retire from the game. 
When I saw. my 
mother frightened out 
of her life that’s w I 
contemplated retiring. 
It’s just not worth it. 


“I couldn't believe it 
really, because last 
year we played Olym- 
pic in the finals in 
front of 14,500 fans 
and there was no trou- 
ble whatsoever. They 
were as good as gold”, 
Pezzano reflected.

The ploy produced a 
1-1 draw, which 
apparently satisfied 
Canberra. 

On the other hand, 
it totally dissatisfied 
those watching the 
game who were bored 
to tears. 

With Canberra posi- 
tioned on the table 
above the mediocre 
Saints, it seemed Can- 
berra brought an ex- 
cessively ‘‘canny’* 
approach into this 
match. 

Teams bent on giv- 
ing nothing away, 
usually do that. They 
give nothing to oppo- 


nents or to spectators. 

Their tight-fisted 
approach nullifies all 
flair and improvisa- 
tion from their own 
game, whilst blunting 
that of their oppo- 
nents, leaving the 
match dull and drab, 
devoid of exhilara- 
tion, or excitement. 

Such is often the 
case with the F.A. Cup 
Final in England. 

I make those points 
about Saints and Can- 
berra after observing 
that on that particular 
Sunday, two weeks 
ago, in both the north- 
ern and southern divi- 
sions of the National 
League, there were 
only two games 
watched by more than 
2000. spectators. 
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A reason for the 
poor crowds is to do 
with the quality of the 
games. 

Teams which go out 
to ‘“‘stop them from 
playing” without play- 
ing themselves are a 
big factor in driving 
spectators from the 
game. 

To be sure, a team 
like Wollongong 
would need to adopt 
that strategy against 
most teams in the 
league, just as Austra- 
lia has done in many 
of its recent games 
against highly-rated 
European opponents. 

However, to put a 
stranglehold on a 
game against a team 
below you in the 
league is surely over- 
cautious. 

Winning games is 
vital to spectators and 
club officials alike. 

However spectators 
are also showing (by 
their absence) that 
they want to see talent 
and skill. 

Players need to be 
given the chance to 
express their talents, 
and teams need to be 
able to entertain while 
winning. 

Most people have 
got something better 
to do these days than 
watch boring Soccer 
on a Saturday or Sun- 
day afternoon.

HOOLIGANISM UNDER 
MICROSCOPE? 


Dear Sir, 

A much needed meeting between 
the English football authorities and 
the Prime Minister, Mrs Margeret 
Thatcher some 2 months back was to 
examine the ever-present problem of 
hooliganism at English football 
matches concluded with a six week 
trial periodfor the ideas to be put into 
practice by the football clubs. 


In looking upon several of these so- 
called ideas that may in some way kerb 
hooliganism, the government could hardly 
be described as representing a radically 
new approach to the problem of soccer 
violence. 

Rather they seemed borne cut of an 
ignorance of what exactly happens on the 
terraces of football grounds. Most of the 
ideas have already been considered at 
length, and then discarded as impractical 
by those running the game. 


Taking for example the planned ban on 
the sale of alcohol inside grounds, it is 
clear that the Prime Minister has never 
tried to get a drink on the terraces in a 
match. 


Usually the crush in front of the bar is 
such that the chances of getting through 
more than once are minimal. On the other 
hand, stopping the sale of alcohol will 
unfairly punish those clubs who have no 
hooligan problem and who rely in part on 
bar-takings to stay in_business. 


Above all, merit must go to the govern- 
ment’s plan to stop those who are already 
drunk from entering the grounds, as is the 
case in Scotland. 

Another idea the football authorities 
have been told to examine is the introduc- 
tion of identity cards for supporters. Such 
a move would clearly be disastrous to the 
majority of clubs, and it has already been 
rejected out of hand by most League 
Chairmen. Quite simply it would prevent 
the casual supporter from getting into 
grounds. 


Some estimates put the number of 
uncommitted fans going to matches as 
being as high as 30% of the average 
Saturday attendance. 


Losing the support of such law-abiding 
people because they do not hold identity 
cards would deal the game a severe 
financial blow. 


On the credit side, the government's call 
for better fencing at grounds, more all- 
ticket matches, and the installation of 
close circuit television cameras to spot 
trouble-makers are worthy of serious con- 
sideration, 

But the most important aspect of the 
meeting with Mrs Thatcher is the fact that 
it took place at all. 


The football authorities have been 
arguing for some time now that the 
government should share the responsibil- 
ity for dealing with the ugly factor that is 
endangering the future of the game. 


What they want now is legislation dire- 
cting courts to deal far more severely with 
those found guilty for violence at football 
matches. 


In the end, such treatment could well 
prove to be the only effective cure.

Doncaster chairman 
Ian Jones says: ‘Not 
one part of the ground 
comes up to scratch. 
It’s appalling.” 

Darlington, just 
promoted to third divi- 
sion, fear they will 
have to pull out if their 
repairs are extensive. 


These are only three 
of the threatened 
clubs. There are many 
more who know there 
is no way they can 
raise the sort of money 
they have been told to 
spend to make their 
grounds safe. 


If this leads to a 
mass withdrawal of 
clubs, next season's 
Football League com- 
petition will have to 
be drastically pruned.
